As of right now we should 
be somewhere between Port- 
land and Astoria in Vie Crisp- 
man’s inboard runabout Com- 
manche, or having breakfast 
in Astoria, or already turned 
around and headed back up- 
river for Portland—depending 
‘on what time of day you read 
your Sunday paper.

Getting back to the 11-day, 
1000-mile cruise from Olym- 
pia to Juneau from which we 
returned a week ago, The 
overall story will be found in 
today’s Feature section. One 
thing that we could have 
spent more time on—but we 
ran off the bottom of the 
pages as it is—was to em- 
phasize that the waters in the 
Puget sound, San Juan, Van- 
couver island and Inland Pas- 
sage regions are not difficult 
waters—provided, of course, 
skippers use common sense 
and know how to read charts 
and make use of all available 
aids to navigation. 

Originally we had hoped to 
make the 1000-mile run in a 
25-footer.

For Portlanders taking 
boats all the way, the worst 
run is from the mouth of the 
Columbia to Neah bay. And 
that, apparently, is something 
that has the Seattle area 
pleasure boaters bothered. We 
are not so sure they really 
want more of us from this 
area entering the big predic- 
ted log races up north. Which 
possibility, we hope, will 
stimulate more and more 
Portland boats to do just that. 
It's a terrific cruising area.

Maj. Gen. Chester Earl McCarty, 
who commands the Twelfth United 
States Air Force, becomes the 
fourth military man to serve as 
Regatta top hand in five years. 
His selection also honors the 
USAF as the selection of other 
military leaders has paid a special 
tribute to the services they repre 
sent. Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, | 
represented the US Army, Maj 
Gen. Thomas E. Rilea, the nation- | 
al guard, and Rear Adm. A. M 
Bledsae, the United States Navy 
iow In Texas 
General McCarty is based at 
Waco, Tex., with the headquar 
|ters unit of the Twelfth Air Force 
He has command of the Tactical 
Air Command's supersonic fighter 
and fighter bomber bases west of 
the Mississippi river, and thus is 
in the front lines of America’s tre- 
mendous nuclear striking 
Units of the Twelfth air force were 
alerted and participated in the 
American intervention in the mid- 
dle eastern crisis. 
The entire Twelfth Air Force is 
equipped with F-100 Supersabres 
and F-101A Voodoos. 
Accompanying General and Mrs. 
McCarty here for the Regatta will 
be Maj. A. G. Thompson, his pub 
lie information officer, and Cap- 
tain Albertus Outlaw, his aide. 
Native Born 

General McCarty was born in 
Pendleton, and grew to maturity 
in Portland, He graduated from 
Jefferson high schoo! in Portland 
in 1923 and received his LLB de- 
gree from Northwestern College of 
Law, in Portland, in 1929. 

His distinguished law career in 
Oregon from 1929 to 1942, when 
te entered military service, includ. 
ed service from 1930 to 1936 as 
assistant attorney general of Ore 
gon. He was elected an Oregon 
state senator in 1942. 

In June of 1940 General McCarty 
entered military service with the 
rank of Captain. He had served 
for more than 11 years with the 
Oregon National Guard and Re-

Following his release from mili 
tary service General McCarty re 
sumed his law practice, but did not 
sever his connections with military 
activity, He continued to take an 
active part, particularly in the Air 
Force Reserve program, In 1947 he 
was elected national president of 
the alr reserve association, 


Reserve Commander 


He commanded the 305th Air 
Division (Reserve), and later the 
403rd ‘Troop Carrier Wing (Re- 
serve) at Portland Municipal Air- 
port, 

In 1951 General McCarty was 
recalled to active duty due to the 
Korean emergency and he later 
took the 408rd Troop Carrier unit 
to Japan. In 1952 he assumed com 
mand of the 315th Division (Com- 
bat Cargo) of the Far East Air 
Forces. He was’ promoted to the 


|rank of major general while on 
this assignment. 

From this time until the Ko 
rean truce in 1953 General McCar 
ty led combat airlifts which were 
said vital in stopping ‘enemy at- 
tacks, General McCarty played a 
dramatic role in the historic seige 
of the beleaguered garrison of Dien 
Bien Phu. His planes, based in 
| Japan, were loaned to the French 
air force for use at this time. His 
maintenance crews kept them fly- 
ing, 


Returns to States 


On his return to the United 
States in November 1954 General 
McCarty assumed command of the 
Fighteenth Air Force at Donald 
son Air Force base, South Caro- 
lina. The Eighteenth was then the 
Tactical Air Command's global air- 
lift component. 

Under his command Eighteenth 
Air Force Wings set some outstand 
ing records. His planes won the 
Air Force Dintinguished Unit cita- 
tion for the DEWline ainlift in the 
Aretic, and Operation Snowbird, the | 
airlift of an airborne regimental 
combat team from Kentucky to 
Alaska, where the units were air- 
dropped in winter weather, 

A plane under General McCarty’s 
overall command also airdropped 
buildings and equipment from two 
floating ice stations near the North 
Pole. 

The general himself piloted the 
Globemaster which made the first 
South Pole airdrop, the seventh 
flight over the South Pole in his- 
tory, This followed by only 30 days 
a flight over the North Pole by 
the same aircraft.

A tradition of Queenship, dating 
from 1894, will be carried on Aug 
ust 28 this year when Admiral 
Chester McCarty of the 1958 Re- 
gatta, places the crown on the head 
ot the new Regatta Queen and sig 
nals the start of the annual five 
day water festival 

Thirty-two times prior to this 
year admirals have clevated a 
daughter of the Sunset Empire into 
the ranks of royalty and trans- 
formed this Columbia river town 
into a royal realm, The discrepancy 
between the total number of Re. 
gattas held and the number of 
queens named comes from the fact 
that queens were not selected until 
1897 although the event had its 
origin in 1894. In addition no queens 
were named, though Regattas were 
held in 1910 and 1912. 

First of the royal line was Mrs 
W. G. Gosslin who ruled the 1897 
celebration. Her royal successors 
down throug the years have been:

First, the Oregon Fish Festival 
is not now, nor was it ever in: 
tended to be a separate celebration, 
Jt was started as a salute to As 
|toria’s extensive fishing industry 
land as an effort to broaden the 
base of the community's annual 
summer festival, It has been, and 
should continue to be, an integral 
part of the summer celebration 
However, it cannot be considered | 
‘alone in the profit and loss col- 
umn any more than any other 
event sponsored by the association. 
Second, the figures reported in an 
Astorian-Budget editorial which ap- 
peared March 24 do not jibe with 
the official audited books of the as- 
sociation covering the three-year 
period during which the event has 
been a part of the Regatta. These 
books are open for public inspec- 
tion at any time. 

The figures quoted did not take 
into consideration some vital ex- 
penses — costs which must be 
shared by all phases of the celebra 
tion, The books indicate the Ore 
gon Fish Festival events cost more 
than they returned to the associa- 
tion, not in one but in each of the 
three years in question. 

Without the Regatta association 
as a sponsoring body the fish fes- 
tival would not have had a show-| 
place, Hence, a proportionate cost 
of pavilion expenses, administra: 
tion,, insurance, decoration, hired 
labor, pavalion rental and prepara- 
tion of the site for the celebration 
must be shared by each phase of 
the celebration, The Fish Festival 
phase created the need for enlarge- 
ment of housing facilities and in- 
creased the financial needs of the 
association. 

Giving full credit to the Fish 
Festival for monies brought into 
the Regatta treasury by the event 
and charging one-third of the above 
mentioned portion of the expenses 
the official figures indicate: 

In 1956 income for the Fish Fes- 
tival phase amounted to $2438.54. 
Expenses totaled $3,390.93 for a net 
loss of $952.39. 

In 1957 the income for the Fish 
Festival phase of the Regatta was 
$2,192.35, Expenses were $3,326.98 
for a net loss of $1134.63. 

In 1958 the figures show an in- 
come for the Fish Festival of 
$2974.20. Expenses totaled $5,804.69 
for a net loss of $2630.49, 

For the three-year period the net 
Joss directly attributable to the 
Fish Festival phase is $4,884.16, 

Despite these figures memers 
of the board of directors of the 
Regatta association are whole- 
hearted in their support for the 
Fish Festival and will continue it 
as part of the total summer cele- 
bration, The board recognizes that 
the Fish Festival is not a revenue 
producing event, However, they be- 
lieve it can be operated within an- 
ticipated income. 

Attendance figures for Regatta 
events for the past three years, 
and these, too, are open for public 
inspection, indicate that specific 
Fish Festival events, other than 
the free fish feed, have not at- 
tracted wide general public sup- 
port, Traditional Regatta events, 
such as the coronation of the 
Queen and the parade, and many 
others such new events as the 
band show, annually attract hun-

Employment News 
By R. J. MORRISON 


The Astoria local office of 
the Employment Service made 
986 non-ngricultural — place- 
ments on jobs during the 1963 
fiscal year, almost the same 
number as for 1962, An addi- 
tional fairly large number of 
agricultural referrals were 
made to bean and berry har- 
vests, mink, dairy and poul- 
try ranches, and other miscel- 
Janeous farm work, Employ- 
ment counseling to establish 
vocational interest and goals 
was given to an average of 20 
individuals per month, with 
aptitude testing provided to 
about as many more 


Question: How many jobs 
did the Oregon State Employ- 
ment Service find for people 
Inst year? 

Answer: Actually, during 
the fiscal year just past, the 
OSES made more than 523,000 
placements. This was a record 
number since the post-war 


years, This total included 
more than 80,000 placements 
in non-agricultural positions 
including professional, man- 
agerial, clerical, sales and ser- 
vice positions, The employ- 
ment service feels that its 
stepped-up program of appli- 
cant and employer services 
plus better fapjlities in which 
to function have had a lot to 
do with the increase in place- 
ments during the past year. 
More and more employers are 
finding that the employment 
Service is the pest place to 
find qualified people for their 
Jobs and more and more em® 
Ployers are using the ES set- 
vices for all their employment 
needs, At the same time, bet- 
ter service to applicants thru 
Specialist interviews, counse 
ing and testing, gives job- 
seekers a better insight to 
their qualifications and conti- 
dence in approaching employ- 
ers for specific positions. 


Various witnesses discussed statistics 
of the nature I have just stated, but I 
think one of the very best discussions was 
the discussion of Commissioner Keppel. 
It was in the course of that discussion 
that he made his plea for the develop- 
ment of vocational training centers. It 
was in the course of the discussion in the 
hearing room that I said I thought it was 
important that the administration's at- 
tention be called to the need. I especial- 
ly refer to the Tongue Point installation 
as a great training center, I had already 
notified the administration as to the in- 
formation that had been supplied to me 
by one of the outstanding men in the 
field of vocational training in my State, 
in charge of vocational training in the 
Springfield (Oreg.) school system. He 
came to see me about Tongue Point. It 
was pointed out in that conference that 
it is made to order for a great vocational 
training center, where several thousand 
persons could be trained each year 
There was a great facility there for an 
institution for vocational training. 

There is a need for some in other parts 
of the country, too. That proposal had 
been made earlier to Mr. Ralph Dungan, 
whom the President had assigned to 
follow through on the Tongue Point mat- 
ter and keep the White House informed 
as to the potentialities that might de- 
velop for the Federal use of Tongue Point. 

After listening to Commissioner Kep- 
pel the other day, I wrote Mr. Dungan 
another letter, in which I called atten- 
tion to various aspects of the Tongue 
Point problem, with especial reference 
to Commissioner Keppel's testimony; 
and I ask unanimous consent that the 
letter be inserted at this point in the 
Reconp, and that excerpts of Commis- 
sioner Keppel’s testimony that I sent 
to the White House also be printed at 
this point in the Recorp.

L. John Lipney who teaches in the vocational 
education department at Springfleld Senior 


High School, Springfleld, Oreg. Mr. Lipney 
advanced several excellent suggestions for 
possible uses of the Tongue Point facility, 
He feels that 1t could be used to train foreign 
service technicians and teacher trainees; a8 
& manpower retraining program; and a voca- 
tion training school 

You may find the attached copy of my 
April 15 correspondence with Mr. Lipney of 
some interest in this connection, particularly 
the Sena! brochure and the Sao Paulo photo- 
graphs. 

The thrust of Mr. Lipney's proposal is that 
training of foreign technicians in a residen- 
tial center in this country could be accom- 
plished more efficiently and expeditiously 
than in centers situated in their own cou: 
try. An extremely useful byproduct of this 
“pproach would be the fact that the tec 
nicinns who were trained in an area such 
4s Astoria would carry back home with them 
excellent impressions of our democratic way 
of Ife. 

Furthermore, I still think that the Peace 
Corpa and the foreign aid organization 
should give more favorable conalderation to 
the possibility of using Tongue Point as a 
Vocational training center for young foreign- 
ers brought here from foreign lands along 
the lines of the proposal that Fritz Rarig 
made to us some months ago, I would 
rather spend some of our foreign aid money 
training young foreigners in our own country 
in various phases of vocational training than 
spending the money abroad. 

Tam enclosing a copy of a statement I am 
making in Oregon this weekend on Tongue 
Point, because with the passage of time, the 
demands for Federal action are becoming 
more intensified 

Tneldentally, I think it would be very help= 
ful if you had talk with Senator Haypen,

(2) A crew of at least four 
(two to handle the craft, two 
to assist with launching from 
trailer). (3) Condition of sea 
(as reported in height of 
waves and frequency by the 
lightship) is more important 
than direction or velocity of 
the wind, for passage through 
the surf. (4) Caution in 
calm—(ground swell of calm 
sea often builds to tall break- 
ers, especially without a breeze 
to “top” them), (5) Cannon 
Beach is best launching site 
of north Oregon beaches (ow- 
‘ing to the protection of shoals 
and rocks; also, usually good 
beach access). (6) Owing to 
changeable sea _ conditions, 
short cruises early in the day 
prove most profitable in fish. 


(7) Put out on any tidal con- 
dition—come in at high tide. 

Although Megrath’s original 
desire for salmon launched his 
dory fishing project, a wide 
variety of rock and bottom 
fish have helped to fill the fish 
box. Rock bass, black bass, 
ling cod, red snapper and 
perch have been taken. 

Megrath sees economic ben- 
efit to the area in the increas- 
ing popularity of surf dory 
fishing.

First bridge across the bay 
was started in 1889 by the old 
Astoria and South Coast rail. 
road, The company was under-

with still two miles of fill and 
bridge work to do. 
The railroad terminal for a 


number of years was in the 
center of Youngs bay. It was 
near the turn of the century be- 
fore the railroad bridge ’ was 
completed.

Bridge To End Long Serviéet®™ 


Of Astoria-Megler Ferries 


Editor's Note: The following 
discussion of trans-Columbia 
ferry service here is one of 
various compositions on sub- 
jects of local interest pre- 
pared as class work by stu- 
dents of Mrs. Vera Gault’s 
English classes at Clatsop col- 
lege.

‘The local ferry business start- 
ed 45 years ago and hag pro- 
gressed throughout the years. 
Earliest transportation across 
the river from Astoria to Chi- 
nook was by Indian canoes, A 
fish hook was the accepted fare. 
The first ferry boat was estab- 
lished in 1840 by Solomon Smith, 
whose equipment consisted of 
two canoes hooked together to 
carry passengers and freight 
across the Columbia, weather 
permitting. After that, various 
kinds of privately owned boats 
were used. 

Ferry service between Astoria 
and McGowan, Wash., was as- 
sured when Capt, Fritz Elfving 
awarded a contract to Wilson 
Shipbuilding company in Feb- 
ruary, 1921, to construct a 15- 
ear ferry. The newly-built ferry 
boat, Tourist No. 1, made its 
maiden run three months later 
carrying 14 automobiles. In 
1924, Capt, Elfving built a sec- 
ond landing at Point Ellice from 
which he operated until 1933, 
when a 93-mile gale washed it 
out. He then moved the ferry 
landing to its present location. 
In 1922, Capt. Elfving made 
plans to build a second 20-car 
ferry, Tourist No. 2. In June, 
1931, Elfving christened _ his 
third motor ferry, Tourist No, 3. 

Capt. Elfving had competi- 
tion in 1928, when the Union 
Pacific started operating a 
small boat for passengers only. 
After two and one-half years of 
business, Union Pacific sold out 
to the North Beach Transporta- 
tion company. In 1934, Capt. 
Elving bought out the North 
Beach Transportation company, 
thus eliminating his only com- 
petition. 

After seven years of being the 
first and only ferry at the mouth 
of the Columbia river, the Tour- 
ist No. 1 was taken to Coos Bay 
to make the run aeross the 
Coos rivers After a bridge was. 
put in, Capt. Elfving contracted 
with the State Highway commis- 
sion to run the vessel across 
the Siuslaw at Florence, Ore. 
It was there for four years be- 
fore being sold to the Puget 
Island ferry line. The old boat 
is still at Puget Island, lying 
up near the landing. The first 
wheelhouse of the Tourist No. 1 
is being used now as the ticket 
office at the Astoria landing. 

After all the confusion of the 
competition and changing of 
companies, all was peaceful 
until the start of World War II 
in 1941. One day as Capt. Elf- 
ving sat at his desk, several 
army officers appeared. They 
came from Fort Stevens, and 
asked to use the Tourist No. 2 
for the duration of the war. 
From December 7, 1941, the 
Tourist No. 2 laid and tended 
mine fields at the mouth of 
the Columbia and operated as 
a military ferry between Fts. 
Stevens and Canby. At the end 
of the war, the ferry received 
an “E” pennant in recognition 
of its service record. 

The year 1946 marked end of 
an era in the ferry business 
at the mouth of the Columbia 
river for Capt. Elfving. He had 
owned and operated the ferries 
as Trans-Columbia Ferry Serv- 
ice for 25 years. Largely through 
efforts of the late Merle Chess- 
man, the State Highway com- 
mission took the ferries over. In 
this year also the Inland Boat- 
man’s Union of the Pacific 
came into being. This marked 
the first time the ferries had 
been operated with union help. 
In 1948, the state of Oregon 
built the ferry M. R. Chessman. 

From 1947-50, Babbidge and 
Holt operated the ferries, as 
contractor, In the early part of 
the 1950’s, Astoria Navigation 
company was organized to oper- 
ate the ferries for the state.
